Traveling Around the Country. 


` Don^ use thirty or forty fest of rope, and 
place the medium in an uncomfortable poal- 
Won--lt is altogether unneoccasary, Have a 
staple driven ln the back of the cabinet, and 
take a common handkerchief, sow it thorough- 
ly to the neck of the medium, and then pass It 
through the ataplo, and securely sew It to that; 
or wha ù better stin, tako thread thoroughly 
waxed, such na usod by aboomakera, tlo it 
around the neck of the medium, and thon tos 
staple in the back of the cabinet. By this 
method the medium can sit in a chair, and be 
perfectly comfortable, and If genulne, the man- 
{featation will take place. All physical modi- 
ums who bold forth in our cabinet: must sub- 
mit to this teat. Waxed thread, such as usod 
by shoemakers, when tied in good solid knots, 
will be apt to remaln. 

Ail the material for bogus mediums to Im! 
tate spirit manifestations, can be so concealed 
about the person, that the most rigid search 
may fall to-fiod it. A common bilk neck-tle, 
tied around the neck undor a paper collar, will 
conceal a gauze-like texture, white silk hand. 
keroblef, eto., sufficient to produce your alster, 
mother or daughter, au the caso may be, The 
‘expert, too, can conceal them in thd lining of 
bis panta, voat, and coat, with threads so nfe 
ranged as to decalve the eye, and ina moment's 
tims they can be taken out, and replaced.

Tissue paper also nota an important part ln 
bogus materialization, it being used on the 
head, and various parta of the Body, to com- 
pleto the dress, It cam be concealed in the 
lining of the yest, coat or panta, and you may 
search for it, but will not discover it easily.

T 
medinm who is unlearned in Astronomy, 
however, can be taught by aptritwal word im-

The rec'pienta of Impresslons pecullar to the

artist, and which Image or likeness thus lrans 
mitted can be reflected and reprodaged upon 
another similar plate.

Thoso who are not only cruc), ferocious and 
vindictive, but havo no method of discrimin 
ating ln regard to tho crimes they wish to 
perpetrate, their face la piggish in appearance. 

‘Tho thougbu of the spirits, thelr aspirations 
and controlling impulses, mold thelr foaturce, 
Just the game as the thoughts, sudden impres- 
sion, or a fright will eo mold tho physical sye- 
tem of a child In embryo that it will resemble 
an animal. A lady la frightened at scolng her 
boy attacked by a force hog, and In duo season 
gives birth to a obild covered with briallglike 
hairs, and with features resembling a pig's. A 
lady soaing a bear at  menagery, afterwards 
gives birth to a child who now over twenty-one 
years of age, persists en walking on all-fours. 
A mother soes a enako, and the child that she 
gives birth to soon after, has eyes. just like a 
snake. Tho thoughts of the mother, or a fright 
from her, change the physical orgapiastion of 
her child, so it will resemblo tat of some anl. 
mal, So do the thoughts and aspirations of 
spirits, either beautify or an{malis> thelr feat- 
ures. This ls law we know to be trua. In 
proof of this, see a portral: “of a dark spirit in 
our office, executed by that moat excellent 
spirit artist, N. B. Starr. 

These dark spirita are very gross; and as 
they are constantly engaged in Oghts and forco 
encounters, not ono among the number but 
whose body is badly disfigu ith scars, 
ete.. which gives them a most abj<ct appear 
ance. What kind of a epipft will the cannibal 
of Africa make?
